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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Freeny does not disclose that all manufactured 
inventory should be eliminated, just that the retailer does not have to have any pre-manufactured inventory other than blank media, which 
in fact, is a stocked item. ON3 is actually notoriously old and well-known in retailing. Retailers display pre-manufactured product to compel 
the in-store shopper to make purchases. Compulsion, by Webster's definitipn, is an irresistable impulse to perform an irrational act. 
Retailers rely on irrational acts by impulse shoppers to make last second purchases or unplanned purchases. Smith (US 3,848,745) 
issued in 1973 discloses modern merchandising practice requires consumer items to be attractivley arranged and close at hand for 
impulse purchasing. Peggs (US 4,1 1 1 ,307) issued in 1 978 discloses impulse buying being induced by displays and signs calling attention 
to in-store wares. Turetsky (US 4,214,661) issued in 1980 discloses the ubiquitous supermarket displays at check-out counters designed 
to compel an impulse buy. Freeny does not teach away from supplying pre-manufactured items and stocking some level of pre- 
manufactured items does not distroy Freeny. In fact, this Examiner believes Freeny gives a retailer the flexibility to use some common 
sense regarding what if any pre-manufactured items may be stocked. For example, kids or teenagers ordering a lot of product "X" and 
some product "Y" together might give the retailer a clue as to what pre-manufactured items (i.e. X and Y) to display to compel an impulse 
purchase when buying product X or buying product Y. 
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
